NARROW ESCAPE 
OF ENGLISH DUKE 


Duke of Westminster Nearly 
Drowned While Experiment- 
ing in Hydroplane 


London, ‘July 12—Tyhe Duke of 
Westminster had a narrow escape 
from drowning yesterday through 
the capsizing of his hvdroplane. in 
which he and three others were prac- 
tising off Cowes, the Isle of Wight. 
he hydroplane was only completed 
Saturday and is capable of going 35 
miles an hour.. The accident occurr- 
ed a mile from shore in deep water 
The duke was steering and attempt- 
ed to turn too sharply. when the 
hydroplane keeled over, taking water 
over the stern until she capsized. The 
duke sank twice, when Mr. Ribbins, 
his companion grabbed him and held 
him until a motor boat arrived and 
took him ashore.

The Board of Commissioners have 
made an offer to Mr. M. W.

num for power, The matter will come 


before the council this evening, and it 
is understood that if the offer is rati- 
fied, the power company will agree 
to it, 

When the proposition was first laid 
before the council, the offer of the 
company in brief was to sell the city 
6,000 horse-power at $35 per horse- 
power per annum and an additional 
4,000 if it is found necessary, at $25 

Mr. Eager, solicitor for the com- 
pany, was present and maintained that 


the figures submitted were very much 
lower than the present cost of pro- 
duction at the power house. = The 
cost this year, said Mr. Eager,is at 
least ‘$60, while last year it was $86 

Mr. Eager showed what Winnipeg 
and Calgary were paying on a sliding 
scale for power. It cost the former 
city $35 to $50, while Calgary was 

haraer an agreement to pay $35 per 
horse-power. 

In regard to an auxiliary plant, Mr. 
ager did not say what guarantee the 
company would give that one would 
be established. ; He said that the mat- 
ter had not been considered, as other 
cities, such as Calgary and. Toronto, 
had no such plants.

He said further that the 
commissioners had the authority to 
dismiss Mr. McKinnon at any. time 
with or without reason In conelu- 
sion, Mr. Bown suggested that the 
commissioners report the dismissal to 
the council and ask for a resolution 


contirming the dismissal, which, he |* 


said, would put the matter beyond 
dispute. 
Wants a Test Case 

Commissioner Butchart could 

understand the suggestion of Mr. 
Jown. He did not see any reason 
why the matter should be taken to 
the council for ratification when the 
commissioners had disposed of it with 
full authority. 

“If anyone thinks the commission- 
ers have not the power to dismiss any 
employee,” he said, “let him put ina 
test case.” 

Commissioner Bouillon, in referring 
to McKinnon’s claim, stated that the 
commissioners could not agree with 
the statement of the cause of dis- 
missal as made by McKinnon’s law- 
yers.”
